Some Vays 
ago the Porragers approach’d San-Ramon, where 
was a Body of the Enemy’s Hole, wao aid 
not ftir out of their Intrenchmixis. The Regiment 
of Los Ninnos, or young Guards ot ihe irince, 
caus’d a Feaft-to be celebrated in the Church of Si. 
Jerom, in Thanksgiving for bis being happily en- 
ted into the 2d Year of his Age. Fhe Pa:rarch of 
the Indies Officiated ; and the King, the Queen, 
and the Prince honour'd the Feaft with their 
Prefence. The preceeding Evening there was an 
artificial Firework in the Square of Reuro, on the 
fame Occafiou. We have Advice from the Kingdom of 
Valencia, that the Marquis de Jamaica Viceroy of 
Sardinis atriv’d there the roth of this Month, be- 
ing fet afhore on the Coaft purfuant to the Capi- 
tulation, wich all the Spanith Officers and others 
who would not ftay on that IMland. He touch’d at 
Barcelona, where the Archduke would have detain’d 
him, but Admiral Leake refus'd to deliver him up. 
There is at Valencia a great Train of Artillery, with 
Stores of Ammunition and Provifions for the Siege 
of Denia; for which nothing is wanting but the 
Arrival of fome Battallions from Catalonia. 

From the Camp of Caftillon de Farfanna, Sept. 22. 
The 15th of this Month the Chevalier de Maule- 
vrier march’d from the Camp of Agramont witb 4
